Our school system met with a great loss at the close of the 
spring term when we were forced to accept the resignation of 
Mrs. Gladys Goff, dtle to her removal from town. Her work 
during the two years was of such real benefit to the pupils of 
the Roosevelt school that it is difficult to estimate. Her place 
is efficiently filled by Miss Rosamond D. Young of Concord, who 
has had two years teaching experience with summer school 
training at normal school. Miss Helen Goff was changed from 
the Washington to the Lincoln school at the resignation of Mrs. 
KHmma Andrews, and has done very acceptable work in the larg- 
est of schools in Moscow. Miss Marcia Crombie taught the 
Washington school very acceptably during the fall term but 
having been offered the position of assistant in the primary 
school at Bingham, she resigned, thus necessitating a new 
teacher. Miss Doris B. Folsom of Cambridge was secured for 
this position and judging from the previous work of Miss 
Folsom, she will prove an agreeable succesor to Miss Crombie. 

Some few repairs were made during the year and a new stove 
was found necessary for the Roosevelt school. The Washington 
school must have some new sills this year and the platform 
is to be repaired at the Stream school. It hardly seems advisable 
to make extensive repairs at the Roosevelt school as the time 
is soon coming when this school must be discontinued on account 
of the fewness of pupils. 

Our school population is larger this year than it has been 
since I came here and the probability is that there will still 
be more as the time goes on. We are asking for an increased 
appropriation for schools this year. This seems to be quite nec- 
essary if we are to continue to keep up the standard of our 
schools. We have estimated as closely as we dared and find

School attendance has been generally good, except in some 
few cases but there is room for improvement. We have eight 
students in Bingham high school, one of which is an honor pupil. 

Finally, I wish to express my appreciation for the co-operation 
of all with whom I have come in contact during the past year— 
school board, teachers, parents and citizens, and of the friendly 
courtesy shown me by the children of the three schools.

The teaching force this year has been very satisfactory. We 
lost thru resignation at the end of the spring term Miss Helen 
Goff, who had taught for two years in our schools and Miss 
Doris B. Folsom, one half year. To fill these two vacancies, 
Miss Ethel B. Hunnewell of Bingham, with one year’s successful 
experince and one year at Farmington State Normal School 
and Miss Dorothy Young of Concord with one year of experience 
and two terms at summer school, were elected to these vacan- 
cies. Both these teachers are doing entirely satisfactory work 
and are well liked by parents and children. Miss Rosamond 
Young was retained in the Roosevelt School, where she is doing 
her usual efficient work. 

What repairs that have been made this year have been at the 
Lincoln school. The old platform was taken up and a fine porch 
built. This is now our best schoolhouse, both in exterior and 
interior appearance. Some work must be done at the Washing- 
ton school next year, probably some new sills. It should have 
been attended to this year, but lack of funds prevented. It would 
appear that we shall have to have a school at the Roosevelt Dis- 
trict for some time to come, making it necessary to comply 
with the law. The toilets must be attached and built according 
to State specifications. This means, roughly an appropriation of 
$500.00 if the attachment of the toilets is the only job attempted. 


We have two children boarding this year. The price of board 
had to be raised from $3.50 to $4.25, which after all gives only 
a fair profit to the person who boards. We have one tuition 
pupil from Mayfield and while this source of income is not large, 
it does pay the cost of janitor service in this school. 


The school population remains about the same. Attendance 
at school has been very good in most instances. There are now 
five pupils in high school, all of whom are doing very good work.

Report of the Superintendent of Schools 


I herewith present my annual report on our schools. This 
has been a very good year with us in most respects and es- 
pecially is it true with regard to teachers. Miss Rosamond D. 
Young was transferred from the Roosevelt to the Washington 
School, after an attendance at summer school. She is doing 
her usual good work and Moscow is indeed fortunate in being 
able to retain her services for three years. Mrs. Floy Robinson, 
a teacher of experience and summer school work has, very 
acceptably, taught in he Lincoln School during the year. Miss 
Alice Hammond with one year at Farmington has taught in the 
Roosevelt School and while having had no previous teaching ex- 
perience, has done a fine piece of work. 


A report this year without mention of our buldings would 
be indeed strange. The Roosevelt School has been repaired, 
painted, inside and out, had toilets attached and additional 
windows put in, thus making a very fine building. Our fine new 
building, constructed by the Central Maine Power Co. will soon 
be ready for occupancy. This school house is a joy to me and 
must be to the town’s people. I hope every citizen of Mosco'w 
will visit this school house because I believe it is the best 
of its kind in the county. Thoroughly modern in every re- 
spect the children cannot help but appreciate it and try to do 
their best work. Any extensive repairs will probably be un- 
necessary during the coming year as all our buildings are in 
first class condition. 

I strongly urge that our new building be insured against fire. 
Probably all of them should have this protection but it would 
seem to be taking unnecessary risks in allowing this one to go 
without insurance. A fire in the Roosevelt School house the 
latter part of last term would have resulted disastrously but for 
the help of the neighbors. 


We are still boarding two children and have one tuition pupil 
from the plantation of Mayfield. There are eight tuition pupils 
in Bingham High School and one in Skowhegan. All these are: 
doing quite satisfactory work. Attendance has been good con- 
sidering the prevalence of whooping cough and heavy colds. 

Work with the Modern Health Crusade has been continued 
during the year, several pennants being won. The three schools 
carried on the sale of Christmas seals sponsored by the Anti- 
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Tuberculosis and Maine Public Health Association, I recom- 
mend that the town raise a sum of money this year to help defray 
the expenses of the County Health Nurse, as I thoroughly believe 
that she is doing good work in the county and the association 
needs. all the help possible to carry on its work. 


As I close, may I again thank all those people—town officials, 
citizens, children and teachers—who have made this a pleasant 
and profitable year.

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Report of the Superintendent of Schools 


I herewith present the annual report to you on the condi- 
tion of our schools, with some degree of satisfaction. This has 
been a year of many changes including teachers and school 
population. The constantly changing and increasing school 
population has in many cases been difficult to adjust but every- 
one has tried to do his best to overcome obstacles. With so 
many children coming to us from other parts of the State and 
other states, opportunity has presented itself for us to compare 
our own with those from away. In most cases we find our 
pupils as good, in most cases superior to those who have come 


to us. 


This fall Miss Young returned to the Washington School 
for her second consecutive year and has done her usual good 
work. Mrs. Robinson was changed from the Lincoln to the 
Roosevelt School and has been very successful. At the close of 
the fall term it was thought desirable to make some change of 
teachers in the Lincoln School and Mrs. Olive Edgerly of 
Princeton was secured for the position. Mrs. Edgerly is a 
graduate of Washington State Normal School with additional 
training at the School for Helping Teachers at Castine, besides 
having had several year’s successful teaching experience. 


The attendance has been average during the year. In some 
cases absences have been more than were desirable and we 
shall be obliged to enforce the truancy laws if these continue 
during the coming term. 


The Town should be very grateful to the Central Maine 
Power Company for the attitude they have taken regarding the 
Daggettville children. Only their good-will saved us from pro- 
viding school facilities for upwards of 200 children in the 
grades and eighteen students in the high school. We now have 
10 students in Bingham High School and one in Lewiston. It 
might be well to call attention to the fact that of all the money 
we expend in high school tuition, two-thirds of this amount is 
returned to us by the State, which enables our boys and girls 
to obtain a high school education without being too much of a 
burden on the Town. 
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No radical change has been made in school books this. 
year. We begin introducing a new series of English books as 
our former ones were becoming worn and out-of-date. A new 
course of study is being prepared for introduction next fall. 


No repairs of note were necessary this year. A chimney at. 
the Roosevelt and new shingles on the Lincoln shed roof were 
the most extensive. 


Much credit to the children of the Roosevelt school should 
be given for their earning, together with their former teacher, 
Miss Hammond, su..cient money to purchase a set of maps for: 
their room. These are very necessary appliances in the modern 
school room. The new building is proving very satisfactory. 
The State has promised us an amount of money to make the 
school yard more attractive. 


I recommend that we support Miss Robinson in her work 
as County Health Nurse by an appropriation for the work. 
She has given us her time this year and made note of needed 
corrections in the children. We should take advantage of her 
examination and help make our boys and girls better citizens 
by having necessary corrections made. 


-In closing, permit me to thank collectively and individually 
the town officials with whom I have come in contact especially 
the School Committee who have been most loyal to me and have: 
performed their duties with consideration. The teachers have 
for the most part been faithful to their duties and have co-- 
operated with me splendidly. The children have been cordial. 


in their welcome which means much to me.

To Ellingford F. Messer, Constable of the Town of Moscow, 
Greeting: 


In the name of the State of Maine, you are hereby notified 
and required to notify and warn the inhabitants of the Town of 
Moscow, qualified by law to vote in Town affairs, to meet and 
assemble at the Stream School House, so called, in said Town 
of Moscow, on Monday, the third day of March, A. D., 1930, at 
ten o’clock in the forenoon, then and there to act on the fol- 
lowing articles, to wit:

Art. 5—To choose three Overseers of the Poor for the en- 
suing year.

Art. 7—To choose a Road Commissioner for the ensuing 
year. 
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Art. 8—To choose a member of the School Committee to 
serve three years. .

Art. 11—To choose a. Fire Warden for the ensuing year and 
fix his compensation.
